Calgary.

Chauncey, the toast of the ‘*King 
and Country” was loyally pro- 
posed by the toast master, 
TOWN AND TRADE OF 

STRATHMORE 


Mr M. E. Sly proposed the 
toast of the ‘*Town and Trade of 
Strathmore” in an eloquent 
speech, in which he told of the 
big amount cf work the 
Town Council had put through 
during the past two years, and of 
the amount of work they had to 
do. The townspeople of Strath- 
more were naturally very much 
interested in seeing the farmer 
prosper, as their interests were 
bound up with one another. 
The Town Council were mostly 
engaged in amateur farming. 
‘There was not one of them but had 
a bunch of chickens or something 
of that sort. They were honestly 
striving to do their best for the 
town and for the district. 

Mayor Lambert, in respond- 
ing, said that Mr Sly was quite 
right when he said that the Town 
Council had quite a lot of work 
todo, That they had managed 
so well during the past two years 
was in a large measure duc to 
their secretary-treasurer, Mr Sly, 
who had done a lot to guide them 
across the difficult places. There 
was one thing that they prided 
themselves on here and that was 
that they were not an open town, 
in the sense that some towns 
were. They had always done 
their best to keep down vice and 
evil of any kind. When talking 
of the Town and Trade of Strath- 
more, it was only right to say 
that the trade of Strathmore was 
greatly helped by the C. P. R. 
payroll in this district, which was 
between $75,000 and $80,000 
monthly, and added to their 
irrigation buildings and Demon- 


stration Farm, was one of the 
main assets of the town, With 
regard to the cold storage 


scheme, which had been recently 
broach d by their preside t, Mr 
Sorensen, the Council thought it 
was a fine idea, and would be 
prepared to help it along by 
every means in their power. He 
believed that once it was started, 
it would grow, and be of great 
bencfit to both the town and 
district. 
THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL 
Mr H. Wooster, in proposing 
this toast, thought the Town 
and Rural Municipality would 
have to work together on the 
subject of cold storage plants, and 
he was also in favor of munici- 
pally owned elevators. He would 
have liked to have seen the Mun- 
icipality grant to the agricultur- 
al society go through, as he felt 
a society of that kind wouldbe a 
great 4 eht tothedistrict.

| A Railroad Tragedy 


uet of Strathmore Local of 


Joseph Carrier was killed by a 
C. P. R. freight train while lying 


{on the track between Stobart and! 


Namaka about half-past twelve on 
Friday afternoon March 13 

In his pockets was found the sum 
of twenty-five cents, an agreement 
of sale on a lot in Delburne. Alta,, 
an account for $2.50 Storage on a 
grip, some correspondance between 
himself and a man named Anderson 
in Calgary, which revealed his 
identity, and a letter which showed 
that he was on his way to a place 
called Happy Hill, Alberta, where 
he had been promised a job. 

The place where he was killed is 
at Ballina siding, one of the loneli- 
est spots on the line. When seen 
by the engine driver and fireman he 
was lying half-way across the 
track, but though the brakes wer: 
put on it was too late to 
stop, and the engine and several cars 
passed over him, His head was 
smashed on the pilot, and one leg 
was cut off below the knee. Death 
was, of course, instantaneous. 

The police made inquiries in Cal- 
gary but have not yet been able to 
locate the man Anderson, though 
they have the address of the board- 
ing house where he was staying, 
and they do not know whether the 
deceased has any relatives in this 
part of the country. The evidence 
of the contents of his pockets tells 
asad stoty of unemployment and 
poverty. He left Calgary on the 
9th inst,, as is shown by his corres- 
pondence, to walk to the place he 
had been promised work. The 
haadbills, which had reference to 
the meetings of the unemployed by 
I. W. W. heldin Calgary this wint- 
er showed that probably he had 
been up against it for work, like 
many others inthe city. He was 
reduced to 25c, and his real estate 
investment, on which he had paid 
$60 or $90, was probably quite as 
unsaleable as thousands of others 
in places throughout the West at 
the present time. He had walked 
from Calgary to the place where he 
met his fate, and was probably ex- 
hausted with weariness and fatigue, 
as he did not make any effort to 
rise or any movement at all when 
the engine whistle blew, though he 
had time to get clear if he tried. 

His death is a sad commentary 
upon a system that allows men to 
starve in a land which produces 
many times more foodstuff than is 
consumed within its borders. 

THE INQUEST 

The body was brought to Nama- 
ka in a treight car, and afterwards 
conveyed to Strathmore, where an 
inquest was held on Saturday even- 
ing by Dr Girvin, corover for the 
district, After viewing the body at 
Mr C. W. Chase's undertaking 
parlors, the jury proceeded to the 
Mounted Police Barracks, where 
the evidence of the fireman and 
engineer of the train was taken, 

Wm Horn, fireman, said that 
when about 500 yardseast of theeast 
switch of Ballina siding he noticed 
something on the track about 10 or 
12 telegraph poles away which he 
tuok to be a yearling calf that had 
been run over by a train. The 
engineer blew his whistle and put 
on the brakes, and then put on the 
emergency brake, but were unable 
to stop before reaching the object. 
At the time they sighted the object 
they were travelling about 25 
miles an hour, and when they 
struck it at about eight. Four or 
five cats had passed before they 
stopped, The engineer, William 
Dunbar, gave evidence corrobora- 
tary of that of the former witness. 

The jury's verdict was to the 
effect that deceased met his death in 
the manner stated, and that no 
blame attached to the train crew 
The jurymen were: John Mackenzie 
(foreman), H. Deline, M. E. Sly, J. 
H. Walls, O. H, Weir, and C. W. 
Chase,

On Wednesday morning a train- 
load of 81 persons from Colorado 
arrived at Bassano, on their way to 
C.P.R. irrigated farms near that 
town. They were stocked with 
horses, cattle, and implements, and 
are stated to be practical irrigation- 
ists. On their arrival at Bassano 
they were welcomed by many mem- 
bers of the Bassano Board of Trade 
who assisted them to unload their 
effects, a banquet tendered 
them in the evening, at which Bass- 
ano gave them an official welcome, 
and the new settlers spoke in 
eulogistic terms of their new home. 

Dr J. G. Rutherford, head of the 
Animal Husbandry Branch of the 
C.P.R. Dept. Natural Resources, 
and Mr R.S. Stockton, Strathmore, 
Supt. of Irrigation in the Western 
Section of the Irrigation Block, were 
among the speakers, Dr Ruther- 
ford’s address was 
great applause, and he gave sume 
good advice to the setilers.

a Early Stages of Grip. 

At the beginning of an attack 
of grip, when ft Js manifested 
only by headache and painfui 
lassitude and the commencement 
of a cold in the head, it is advan- 
tageous to inbale eau de cologne 
profoundly four or five times a 
day, Pour the eau de cologne on 
a handkerchief and inhale by 
the nose and mouth, This meth- 
od prevents the development of 
the cold and ought to be con- 
tinued for three days, Should 
the symptoms persist after this 
period this method should be 
given up and another adupted, 

In order to diminish the cold 
in the head, every three hours a 
pinch of the following powder 
should be taken like snuff: Bo- 
racic acid, fifteen grams; cocaine 
hydrochlorate, twenty-five centi- 
grams; menthol, thirty centi- 
gvams; salol, five grams, 

Or, aguin, fifteen drops of the 
following liquid should be taken 
as a gargle in half a giass of 
water at least three times and, 
if possible, four times a day: 
Thymol, three grams; tincture of 
eucalyptus, twenty grams; alco- 
hol at 90 degrees, 100 grams, 

Or the vapor of a teaspoonful 
of the following mixture: Men- 
thol, three grams; alcoho! at 80 
degrees, sixty grau’s, in a cup of

All Hydrogen Makers. 


Professor Sir James Dewar, \ec- 
turing at the Reyal Institution in 
London recently mentioned a re- 
markable discovery which he made 
in the course of hiw heat researches. 
lt was that every living animal was

during respiration. 

One of his assistants, Mr. Green, 
gave off as much as a half litre 
daily, while Dewar himself only pro- 
duced 100 cubie centimetres, 

The production of hydrogen in 
connection with the processes of di- 
gestion has been long known, but 
apart from this there is a steady and 
uniform exhalation of hydrogen. 

“Where does it all go?” he asked 
In the course of ages it has aceume 
ulated to an enormous extent unles® 
it bas escaped from the atmosphere 
or came to earth in ihe form of wa- 
ter. Probably both these processes 
were going on to some extent. 

Professor Dewar showed an instru- 
ment he bad invented to measure the 
exhalation.
